In tha south of China, theatres proper are 
unlnown—that is to say, there are no build~ 
ings exclusively. devoted to such amuse- 
ments. Most of the’ aol i temples and 
“assombly-balls” have platforms ereoted 
on which plays can, be porformed at special 
times; such, for instance, as ao festival in 
honor of the local. god, or when an exhibition, 
is given by the wealthy men of the neigh- 
bourhood. Generally. speaking, the actors 
form itinérant troupes, and go trom. towa to 
town, after the manner of our travelling 
circuses and shows, keeping, however, al- 
ways within one particular district. In 
most of the large cities troupes are to be 
found, which perform only at the houses of 
those who hire them. ' It frequently hap-. 
pens that some rich Chinaman, desirous of 
standing well in the eyes of his neighbours, 
announces that on such and such a day a 
theatrical performance will take place ut his 
expense, to which the public will have free 
Sometimes the occasion is the: 
opening’of a house of business or the cole~ 
bration of some very successful stroke of 
speculation ; it may be that the birth of a 
son, or the marriage of a daughter furnishes 
the exouse, Whatever the event, all Chi- 
nese who can afford it invariably give 2 
theatrical treat in its honor—very much as 
John Bull gives one of his ponderons din- 
ners, « 

“When performances exo given by itinerant 
actors in their own ae the house is 
frequently a temporary 6 Tuoture composer 
of sambos and mating.
